Winant's 
adviser Ben Cohen, Harry Hopkins, 
Ernest Bevin, Harold J. Laski, and 
in some devious way "Mnynard 
Keynes," the Caimbrldge economist 
is preparing to deliver up the 
United States unto socialism. 

By Bill S-1579 Congress authoriz- 
ed the president "to take over pri- 
vate property of 'any kind or char- 
acter' and keep it, war or no war. . .

Churchill Called 
Friend of U.S. 

L. Alber Praises 
Prime Minister 
To Rotary Club 

Louis J. Alber, speaker at a meet- 
ing of the Rotary Club held yester- 
day described Winston Churchill as 
the "staunchest and most under- 
standing foreign friend the United 
States has had since General La- 
fayette who by force of his person- 
ality, magnetism and his splendid 
genius has completely united the 
courage and the power of an en- 
tire people. "It Is his superb and 
courageous leadership," continued 
Mr. Alber "which has made possible 
the present mobilizing of the 
world's democratic forces against 
the totalitarian aggressors. 

Mr. Alber managed the Canadian 
and American tour for Mr. Chur- 
chill in 1931-32, when the Prime 
Minister's stay in America was ex- 
tended because of an automobile ac- 
cident in New York, and was there- 
fore able to relate several incidents 
depicting the character of Winston 
Churchill. He told of when The 
Prime Minister was knocked down 
by a car, how he asked Mr. Alber 
to bring the driver of the car "so 
that I may beg his pardon for hav- 
ing so suddenly and rudely stepped 
into the pathway of his motor car." 

He concluded his address by ex- 
toling the Premier as the lover of 
freedom who was willing to give 
^jUfir^ triumph.

Wired to Adolf Hitl er 

Circumstances, However, 
May Prevent His Attending 



An attempt to establish communi- 
cation with Adolph Hitler was 
made last night by the president of 
the Students' Society. An Invita- 
tion, wired to the Reich through 
the German Embassy in Washing* 
ton extended an Invitation to "der 
Fuehrer" to assist In ilje ceremony 
in which an effigy of the Infamous 
brownshirt Is to be burned before 
a crowd which, it is expected, will 
reach the 19,000 mark. 

Sent out last night In time to al- 
low the German leader sufficient 
notice for a 14-hour transatlantic 
flight, doubt was cast as to whether 
the guest would take advantage of 
the invitation. 

The text of the communication 
follows: 
"DEAR ADOLPH: 

"WE THE STUDENTS OF

Former McGill Student Tells 
Of His Air Adventures Overseas

By the end of this war many 
stories will have been told of 
adventure in all parts of the 
world, but few will be able to 
compare with those told by Pat 
Christie, D.F.C, about his adven- 
tures In England and France. 

Fat left a college career at 
McGUl to Join the R.A.F. In 
1037. Since then he has seen 
action overseas, having been 
shot down over London, and 
has come home on a visit to 
lecture and write articles on his 
sojourn in Europe. 

A few months after the be- 
ginning of the war at a place 
called Ackllngton; Christie shot 
down his first German plane, a 
Hehikcl which he was chasing 
at a rate of 640 m.rh.; while 
fleeing into, the clouds "Jerry's" 
wings feU off. ' 

Thfn h= was transferred to 
a station near Scapa Flow, 
where he and his comrades shot 
down two reconnaisance planes 
and captured a Heinkel. He 
took part in the defence of that 
naval base during the great air 
atUck on it He tells the story 
of bow they were ready to take 
ott^UB^huge German bomb- 



er, badly damaged, was circling 
around trying 'to land. They 
were so startled at the sight of 
the plane flying so near them, 
that they took off without hav- 
ing been given the order. 

On the invasjon of Holland 
and Belgium, hé was. transfer- 
red, to. France, where he flew 
a reconnaisance ' plane. This 
was particularly difficult as the 
plane carried no guns. While 
on this assignment, . he - forced 
an Italian bomber into the sea 
by flying a few feet|«bov«.it, 
out of range of impHp|Pat 
insists thai he saw one^jof the 
crew put on a bathing cap and 
start to swim. 

After the fall of Paris, he and 
his comrades drew lots as to 
who' should, take the plane to 
England. The others would es- 
cape via the Mediterraneaii. Pat 
won. ' n>e Job was not easy: In 
order to have sufficient fuel to 
reach England, he had to fly so 
high that he passed out three 
times on the way. Besides this 
he had no charts to fly by. . 
When he reached his destina^ 

. tion,' he had to 'convince those 
in charge that, he had flown 
from France, in order^to he re- 

^ leased irom' the "Jug-house."

Theatre Reviews 



"The Man Who Came^To Dinner," by Moss 
Hart and George S. Kaufman: With Tom 
Powers. Produced by Frank McCoy. At His 
Majesty's Theatre.

Montrealers who complain about the dearth 
of a professional stage In here can kill two 
birds with one stone by paying a visit to "The 
Man Who Came To Dinner" at His Majesty's. 
They can, in the first place, see a sparkling 
well-perlormcd comedy that offers scintillat- 
ing entertainment prnclically without let-up 
from beginning to end. And they can help 
remedy the local theatre situation by encourag- 
ing Fruik McCoy to keep his stock company 
here for the season. If all, or a majority, of 
McCoy's productions (If he remains) are of the 
standard of "The Man Who Came To Dinner,"- 
which opened Monday night, then local 
theatre-lovers will enjoy a weekly treat. 

Kaufman and Hart, that prominent team, 
have created a comedy replete wlUii«mUsine 
situation and deftly written dlalogwrUmï^ake 
for an exceedingly pleasant evening or matinee 
In the theatre. Commonly agreed to have been 
based on the personality and antics of Alex- 
ander Woolcot, the literary town crier of press 
and radio, it teUs of whet Sheridan Whiteside 
does : to ^Ithe V household of '.■ aij cdebrlty-huntlng 
couple when hè'comes to their home In "a small 
town in Ohio" for dinner and, through a series 
of circumstances, stays for a month. White- 
side literally assumes full command of the 
home, browbeaUng the poor Mr. and Mrs. 
Stanley, tyrannizing and Insulting almost every 
other individual -In the abode. < 
' Whiteside is an Intriguing character, to say 
the least, which Is greatly to the credit of the 
Messrs. Kaufman and Hart. An Integral part 
of that group so aptly termed by the New 
Yorker Magazine the "what-next set," he loves 
to hold court, uttering bon mots and invective 
in virtually every sentence he -gives voice to. 
But Whiteside Is not merely a thundering self- 
loving cynic. He Is a more complex charocter 
than that Beneath his exterior— and It Is a 
forbidding one— he Is at the core almost a 
lachrymose sentimentalist. 

I'bm Powers has a field day In this meaty 
role of Whiteside. He romps through the part 
in a performance that bespeaks great skill and 
understanding on his part. He brings out all 
the facets of the character and never loses an 
opportunity afforded him by the smooth dia- 
logue and skillfully woven situation of Kauf- 
man and Hart. The role of Whiteside ob- 
viously offers a broad scope for the use of a 
wide range of dramatic talent, and Powers cer- 
talnly shows that he has the stuff. 

There arc a number of well executed roles 
in the production. Betty Kelley provides an 
excellent picture of an actress always on the 
lookout for what she can get Her Lorraine 
Sheldon Is pungent, delicious satire on a well 
known type. 

As Whiteside's secretary who doesn't fare 
at all badly In continual verbal give and take 
with the master, Ethel Brltton contributes a 
believable,^ unexaggerated part She succeeds 
In 'conveying^ the impression that she knows 
Whiteside ijetter than he knows himself and 
consequently Is indispensable to him after ten 
years of caring for his needs almost as for a 
child's. 

As Beverly Carlton, Peter Boyne docs a 
merciless burlesque of Noel Coward that keeps 
the audience In smiles and guffaws throughout 
his presence on the stage. The Noel Coward 
theme extends even to the playing of a few 
bars of "I'll See You Again." 

Mildred Mitchell, well known local actress, 
must be mentioned for her entertaining bit as 
the slightly demented spinster, Harriet Stanley, 
who Is constantly providing Whiteside with 
gifts of photographs of her youth. As the con- 
fused Mrs. Stanley and the angry Mr. Stanley 
repeatedly thwarted in his attempts to put his 
foot down and oust Whiteside, Georgia Harvey 
and Raymond Greenlcaf deserve compliments. 

The play throughout Is full of expressed or 
Implied jibes at a certain broad group on the 
American scene. But (and this Is merely a 
personal opinion), the height of satire and 
humour Is attained In the Christmas Eve broad- 
cast scene that closes the second act With 
Whiteside doing his sentimental broadcast 
against a background of a carol sung by a 
half-dozen surpllced choir boys and with the 
attendant near-confusion, the effect Is Irresist- 
ablc. . 

The sole set Is well In keeping with the pre- 
vailing atmosphere. — E.O.

This Is probably the best time to discuss In 
general the fundamental techniques of the 
modem writing field; But it must be borné In 
mind that no such discussion can be divorced 
from what has already been said. Technique 
and subject'maiteir are Inseparably linked, the 
one being the expression or the outward mani- 
festation of the other. Techniques do not usu- 
ally stand by themselves as merely the eccen- 
tricities of the creative mind, but are nurtured 
In a philosophy of life and art and set to work 
in the expression of very specific concepts or 
Ideas. 

Speaking broadly, there are now, and 
always ' have been, two basic conceptions of 
the function of art Looking at them from the 
artist's point of view they are: (l) the expres- 
sion of the self, and (3) the expression of the 
other-tban-thé-self. These are roughly,, com- 
parable to the philosophical 'dlstinêtion'bèiWèen 
the subjective and the objective, with par- 
ticular reference to knowledge or experience. 
For purposes of discussion now thè subjective 
art can be called "symbolist," and the objective 
art can be called ''naturalist" 
<• * <> 

The aim of the symbolists Is to Intimate 
things rather than state' them plainly. They 
are trying to express the experiences of their 
own consciousness, and perhaps to make them 
comprehensible to other people^ but ttutt is In- 



cldcntat The primary need to be satisfied Is 
their own xirge to write or to create artistically. 

Hie naturalists, on the other hand, seek the 
scientific objectivity of our times. They arc 
the realists, and their aim Is the accurate de- 
scription of things, whether Impressions of 
ipjrlt, mind or body, . or any other type of 
awareness, so that whatever is known or felt 
Is communicable to others. 

The history of English literature, with the 
exception of a brief period in the seventeenth 
and eighteenth centuries, is a history of sym- 
bolist writing. For symbolism, in essence, is 
the freedom from the conventions of classic 
detachment French literature, however,' is 
much the reverse. Most French writers got 
Into the bad, classic habits of, the dramatists 
of the Louis Quinze- era with tlie result that 
for more than a hundred years crisp, fcellng- 
less classicism made French writing not a 
matter of creation, but little more than tire- 
some repetition. 

But before the middle of the nineteenth 
century there ^as a general turnabout Ro- 
manticism (a type of symbolism), decayed In 
England nftcr Byron and Shelley had Ufted It 
to its heights, and naturalism set In as the 
concomitant of Darwin's discoveries and the 
advent of the new natural science and sociol- 
ogy. In France at about the same time, 
Stephen Mallarmé, stimulated by the theories 
and writings of Edgar Allen Poe, dedicated his 
whole life to the freeliig of the language of 
poetry from the precise, logical objectivity that 
was choking it 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

So It can be said, that to a great extent the 
literary: history of CpiiriUme Is that of the de- 
velopment of symbolinn^nd of its fusion and 

conflict with naturalism. Each by Itself has 
proven insufficient. The symbolism of Mal- 
larme, the unadulterated symbolism, In the 
course of time and at the hands of such writers 
as Nerval, . Laforgue, Corbière, Rimbaud, and 
VlUlercs do L'Isle Adam, degenerated Into an 
Ivory Tower literature that became so ab- 
jectly Introspective as to demand of Itself en- 
tire separation from reality and understanda- 
blllty, and of its devotees a certain degree of 
insanity. Similarly with the unadorned natur- 
alism. The limits of this movement are philo- 
sophically too narrow, and speaking techni- 
cally, It has tended to become so absolutely 
bare that resemblance to anything artistic Is 
purely coincidental. In the balanced fusion of 
tije two, however, can be found what might 
well prove to be the creative language of our 
time. .- 

<• ♦ ♦ 

One ::esult of this union was James Joyce's 
"Ulysses," of which more will be said later. 
But this book Is a masterpiece, and augers well 
for the creation of greater, even more com- 
pletely written books in the near future. 

In this combination of symbolism' and 
naturalism many more threads of meaning can 
be satisfied than was heretofore possiblfc 
Objectivity and pure reproduction on the one 
hand, and lines of suggested or associated 
thought on the other, by themselves will some- 
times produce what looks' like an anti-intel- 
lectual aesthetic of futility and inconsequence. 
But combined In various proportions they can 
produce work as richly different as the stream 
of consciousness writing of Virginia Woolf, the 
beautifully expressive passages of William 
Faulkner, and tho meticulous photography of 
Ernest Hemingway.

EXPERIMENT TO BE CONDUCT- 
ED TO DEVELOP A STRAIN OF 
BLIGHT-RESIBTANT 
CHESTNUTS 



The most original and construc- 
tive research toward the eradica- 
tion of the chestnut blight Is being 
conducted by Dean -a R. Orton, 
agriculture,, and Anthony Berg, ex- 
peflment'statlon. 

The chestnut blight, which has 
klled or injured every chestnut 
tree in West Virginia and In many 
other states of the eastern United 
States has been long lamented by 
the forutovlthej^nut-pleker and he 
who "JuTlilwrirees." 

Blight-Infected trees form the 
basis of Dean Orion's study on the 
theory that resistance to disease Is 
present In every living organism. 
He selects nuts from the Infected 
trees which have survived hoping 
that their progeny inherit this 
quality. 

In 1033, he and his assistants be- 
gan to "spot" bllght-Infeeted trees, 

collecting the nuts and planting 
them on the grounds of the Agri- 
cultural Experiment station. Now 
there are several hundred young 
trees from one to eight years old, 
some of which show evidence of 
resistance. These trees will be 
carefully observed and it Is hoped 
that from them will develop a 
strain of blight resistant American 
chestnuts which will In part replace 
those which have been destroyed.

To Red Victory 

At the Molson Stadium yes- 
terday, ft superior Army nggrc- 
gntc took the AgRics for a 1-0 
win. Considering the wcatlicr, it 
was not surprising to sec but a 
smnll attendance. Seeing that 
this was the Green and Gold's 
first appearance of the year at 
I^Iolson Stadium, there was n 
good deal of speculation as to 
whether this outfit would put 
on a better show here than they 
did when they played against 
Navy in their own field. The 
answer to this said speculation 
was given. yesterday, and a hard 
fighting team held the so far un- 
conquered Army to a 1-0 victory 
on a wet field. It was pratically 
a new Macdonald squad that 
came out on the gridiron. That 
is, it was a team that had 
acquired a new fighting spirit 
even though the players had not 
changed. 

Throughout the whole of the 
llrst quarter the play was evenly 
divided between both teams.

The last fifteen minutes saw 
Army taking the offensive with 
most of the breaks coming their 
way. Penalties for Macdonald 
brought the ball near to their own 
touch. At this point, a bad break 
for Army saw them holding the 
ball on their own three yard line. 
It was only through the kicking of 
Marriott and through repeated 
plunges, that the play was once 
more shifted to centre. The rest of 
the game saw no chance for cither 
team to make a touchdown and it 
finally came to an end with the 
score 1-0 in favour of Army. 

The game was hard fought by 
both teams with a surprising lack 
of fumbles, considering the condi-
